. The monarchs of the Eaft have been 
always reprefented as the arbitrary 
fyvereigns of the fate of thofe whom 
they govern » and their fubjects as 
flaves deftined from their birth to an 
abject vaffalage, equally mortifying 
and deplorable. In thefe countries, 

. there has been for a fucceffion of many 
ages, no other law than, the will of the 
fovereign, who has been regarded as a 

.vifible God, in. whofe prefence the reft 
of mankind fhrink into nothing, and 
before whom they ought to proftrate 
themfelves in filehce. 

In thefe unhappy countries, man- 
kind inplicitly kifs their chains ; they 
.adore their tyrant without any affu- 
rance either of property or life; and 
-without any knowledge ef human na- 
ture, or any exertion of human rea- 
-fon ; they feem to have no virtue but 
fear, and what is {till more aftonidhing, 
they puth vaifalage into heroifm ; they 
are coon infeafible to life and death, F 
and with a kind of religious imbeci- . 
lity, they. blefs the ferocious caprice 
which fo frequently puts an end to 











their exiftence. we 
The more.we reflec upon this, pic- 
» ture of Afjatic, tyranny, the more we 
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with to difcover how mankind, who 
were born free, and are naturally ena- 
moured and jealous of liberty to ex- 
cefs, could totally forget all their 
rights and privileges, and caft away 
that ineftimable jewel, from which a- 


to have A lone their exiftence derives its value ; 


by what events, or from what mo- 
tives, beings endowed with reafon, 
could either be conftrained or feduced 
to become the mute inftruments, or 
the infenfible objects of the caprice of 
an individual of their fpecies, with 
whom every other individual is natu- 
rally in a ftate of equality ; and why 
in fuch a climate as Afa, where reh- 
gon has always preferved a great in- 

uence, mankind fhould, by a kind of 
common confent, have rejected the 
faireft, the greateft, the deareft gift of 
nature, and renounced the dignity 
which had been conferred upos them 
by their creator. 

Some have imagined, that to ac; 
count for this ftrange’ degradation of 
human natule, it is necetlary to look 
back into thofe ages when mankind 
were favage andrude, when they wan- 
dered about, without any (ttled habi- 
‘tation, and when the weak were fub- 
jected to the ftrong, firft by fear, and 
afterwards by force. But fuch a revo- 
lution was lei hkely te happen in 
thefe favage ages than in any other ; 
the value of liberty was then beft 
‘known, .and moft fenfibly felt; It was 
then the only treafure they:had, and 
what could induce them to throw it a- 
way ? It is at this day the only trea- 
fure. of the Americans ; and, it is too 
manifeft to. be denied, that the attach- 
ment of the Americans to it, is the only 
reafon why the thunders of the EZuro- 
peans, by which they have been fo often 
, terrified, have not yet fubdued them. 

In that vaft continent, there are no 
‘flaves but the Mexicans and Peruvians, 
who had loft. their liberty ‘»efore Cor- 
tes and Pizarro came among them : it

is, therefore, equally contrary to rea- 
fon and. experience to fippofs, that 
many would tubmit! to an individual 
voluntarily and implicitly, while they! 
coutinued ina rude’ uncivilizedi{tate; 
and, it is {till lefs probable, tliat fuch 
a fubmiffion in fuch a ftate, fhould be 
brought about by force :~ By-what me- 
thod, or by what arms,-can a man be 
reduced toa ftate of tlavith fubjettion, 
who is free to run away, who has no 
local attachment, but has been uled to 

_ wander from place to place, and ha- 
ving nothing but his liberty te pie- 
ferve, can fer that reafon "preferve it 
without difficulty. “ Thou purtuett 
the Scithians in vain,” faid theirambaf- 
fador to the Conqueror of the World. 
“*Tdefy thee to overtake them,fortheir 
poverty wil] always be too nimble for 
thy ftrength.” 


Some have fuppofed, that Defpotifm c 


had its origin among reafonable and 
Civilized people ; that fome ambitious 
fpirits begun it by force, and continu- 
edit by terror,but he who fhould fir tt at- 
tempt to bring his tellow beings into 
funjection, would. among a civilized as 
well as among a favage people, arm 
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A qualified and render 


from fuch dependancé and eonnedtion 
T falpect tome! arittocrafies have fince 
arifen; for ah ariftocraly leents tobe the 
natoral effect of the parental power, 
dependant up- 
oh fociety by the progref® of fami- 
lies. » But, I cannot.conceive, how the 
parenta} authority caf be’ the fourge 
of a boundlefs and arbittary: power ; 


or; how this authérity, which acknow- 


ledges the law of nature, could pro- 
duce Defpotifni, by which the law of 
nature is not acknowledeed’ - 

But there have been fome who fought 
the origin of Defpotifm in the natural 
difpofition which different people are 
fuppofed to have'received from the 
climate in which theyowere born, 
which renders them moiéorlefs fen- 
fible of the value of ‘ifel!and:more or 
lefs attentive to their 'intebefs. We 
believe, upon the credit ‘of ‘hiftory, 
that Europe was always braveoand jea- 
lous of its ars and'that. Afa’ bas 
been long abforbed invindolence and 
fervituce ; and, it is not ftrange; that 
this difference of tharaéter;) ia cun- 
ftant and uniform during a fuceeffion 
of many ages, fhould be imputed to 


the hand of every other individual a- D the difference of ctimate, asa eaufe 


ainft him :, before’ the firit conqueft 
he could raife no army, foran armyis 
the coniequence of one cuonyutit -at 
Jeait already made. 

The domeitic government ‘of the 
firt age bas alfo been confidered by 
many, as the principal origin of det- 


otifin,, A father, fay they, the natural E 


nead of a f2mly, became intenfibly 
the defpotic king of it, and°in pro- 
ortion as that family extended, found 
Rim(elf the tyrant of a great people ;. 
but even fuppofing that the parental 
power in the firft-age was abfolate, it 


mult be granted, that children in their p 


turn came to be fathers, confequently 
lords of particular famiiies, and woutd 
acquire the fame right which had been ; 
enjoyed by their common ancettor of 
prefiding each in his own dwelling. 
So that admitting the parental autho- 
rity to be the firft fource of Defpotifm,! 
it would be fo far from forming thofe 
valt focieties governed by' one will, 
which are now ‘diftinguifhed by the 
name of monarchies,that it would have 
roduced only a number cf lirtie cir- 


cles from different centers, indepen- ' 


equally conftant, uniform, and lafting: 
But upon a'careful review, it wilbap- 
pear very abfurd to | fuppofe,' that the 
nature of the foil, or'the temperament 
of the air in Afa,thouldvalone render 
its inhabitants flaves ;' ‘this ‘wontd ‘te 
imputing'to one fingle fpring; which 
we pretend to know, al the effeéts of a

It was, without doubt, at this time) 
when mankind were reduced to-a 
frirall number, and~prefied by the 
fame neceflities, that the firtt do neitie 
laws becamé the laws.of fociety.» A& 
war forms generats and folders, ane 
as. internal troubles and confufion pro- 
duce great orators, fo the \éxtirente 
diftrefs and mifery of “marteimd, and 
the urgency of ‘tlretr neéceffi: tes, pro- 
duced the moft fimple and fagacious 
inititations, and ail the primivite le- 
giflations which have no otiver objet 
than the good of mankind: In thele 
critical moments men became wile and 
reafonable by their misfortunes, ane 
were not the créatures of cuftom and 
hanit, as they probably wete before, 
and have been'fince; they were thén 
rouzed, and compeiled to ‘think "for 
themfelves, aftd to provide for ‘theit 
well-being by judicious and wiefal in:

air could ‘not fly fo faft; they per-

The Engl, by pacific meafures, won 
the natives to their obedience, and as 
they fufpefted no injury nor oppofition 
ftom their European friends, they pro- 
mifed themifelves the enjoyment of a 
quiet trade without the horrors of war, 
or the effufion of human blood. The 
Dutch, on the other hand, being at war 
with the Spamiard:, obtained fettle- 
ments by conqueft, and where they 
offefied themielves of the enemies 
orts, they exacted the fame obedience 
from the natives that they were wont 
to pay to their lords the Spaniards. 
This, in time, embroiled the compa- 
nies}, who foon became the only rivals 
for the trade in the Eaft; and to re- 
concile them, a treaty was fet on foot 
in Europe, by which it was agreed, 
that all paft offences on either fide 
fhould be forgotten, that both compa- 
nies fhould trade freely upon their 
own ftock, but with a mutual regard 
to each other’s intereft ; that the price 
ot pepper, and other {pices, fhould be 
amicably fettled between them ; that 
the Molucca iflands, together’ with 
thofe of Banda and Amboyna, fhould 
belong to the Englifs and Dutch, but 
in fuch amanner that the Engli/h thould 
have but one third of the trade, and 
the Dutch the other two; that the ex- 
pence of the fortifications fhould be 
defrayed in the {ame proportion ; that 
the fortreffes thould every where re- 
tnain in the hands of thofe that then 
poffefied them ; that thofe that were 
occupied by both fhould be garrifoned 
by both; and that for the future the 
whole trade of the Indies fhould be 
free to both nations. To render this 
treaty amore effectual, their refpective

t The Englifh claitmed a right of coin- 
fherce, by licence fromthe natives; the Dich 
éifputed their puwer'to grant fach lictnfs, 
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charters during its continuance, which 
was ftipulated for twenty'years. All 
difputes were to be adjufted by a coun- 
cil of defence eftablithed at Fava, 

A then called: Faccatra, and compodted of 
members of both nations; and where 
the matter:was too’ high for’ them to 
decide, it :was to be referred to his 
Britannic majefty, and the ‘Tord’ ‘the 
States General.

’ “That no part of the memorial of the 
sth of April, can without the. groffett 
perverfion of the fenfe.and intention of 
it, be tortured into a confeffion, that

His, majefty fees no other difference

ftinate in their partiality, tothe great 
prejudice of his fubjeéts; and I have 
met with nothing but refufals ; and 
been infulted by nis injurious prefe- 
rence of the friendthip of England to 
that of Spain and France. I have e- 


ven received a perfonal affront by the D 


arrefting of my ambaflador, Don fo- 
Seph Torrerg at Eftremos, who was de- 
tained there in violation of his cha- 
ra¢ter, after he. had been fuffered to 
depart from = Lifbon, and had arrived 
on the Frontier, in virtue of paffports 


from that court ; but notwithftand- ,, 


ing fuch infults were powerful mo- 
tives for me to keep no, longer an 

meafurés with the King of Portugal, 
neyerthelefs adhering to my firlt refo- 
lution of not making an offentive war 
againft the Portugue/e, unlefs forced to 
it, Ideferred giving orders to my ge- 


neral ,to treat them with the rigours F 


of. war ; but having read the edi& of 
the king of Portugal of the 18th of laft 
month, in which, mifreprefenting the 
upright intentions of the Mott Chrif- 
tian King and myfelf, he imputes to 
us a pre-concerted defign of invadin 

his,kingdoms, and orders all his vaf- 
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moderation, and the exaétnefs with 
which they bave been paid for every 
thing they have furnifhed for my 
troops, have proceeded fo far as to 
excite the peuple and foldiery againft 
my army ; fo that it would be difho- 
nourable to carry my forbearance a- 
ny farther: For thefe. caufes I have 
refolved, that from this day my troops 
fhalltreat Portugalas an enemy’s coun- 
try, that the property of the Portuguefe 
fhall be confifcated throughout my 
dominions, that all the Portuguefe 
thail leave Spain in a fortnight, and 
that all commerce with them fhall be 
prohibited for the future. 


On the 20th day of Sune the Frenth 
King iffued his Declaration of Wara- 
gainit Portuga/, as follows : : 
C2 king and the Catholic kutg 

being obliged to fupport a war 
againft England, having entered into 
reciprocal engagements to curb the 
exceffive ambition of that crown, and 
the defpotifm which it pretends to u- 
furp, in every fea, and particularly in 
the Eaft and Weft Indies, over the trade 
and navigation of other powers. 

Their majetties judged that one 
proper ftep for attaining this end 
would be, to invite the King of Por- 
tuzal to enter into their alliance. It 
was natural to think that the propo- 
fals, which were made to that prince 
on this fubjeét, in the name of his 
Majeity and of his Catholic majetty, 
would be readily accepted. This opi- 
nion was founded on the confideration 
of what the moft Fairhful king owed 
to himielfand to his people, who trom 
the beginning of the prefent ceatury 
groaned under the imperious yoke of 
the Engii/b. Befides, the event hath 
but too clearly fhewn the neceffity of 
the juft meafures taken by France and 
Spain with regard to a fufvicious and 
dangerous neutrality that had all the 
inconveniencies of a concealed war.

ferved, would-deliver up his ports to

All this moderation hath been 
thrown away: The king of Portugal 
hath juft now declared war in form a- 
gainft France and Spain. This unex-

diffatisfagtion ; and his majefty de- 


c Cclared that he would never suffer any 


attempt to be made to diminith the 
right efle;tially inherent in the repre- 
fentative character with which he is 
pleated to honour his ambafladors and 
minifters. i 

However juftly the king was au- 
thorifed to exprefs, at that time, his 
difpleafure on account of thefe grie- 
vances, and feveral other fubjects of 
complaint which he had received from 
the court of Portugal, his majefty con- 
tented himfelf with recalling his am- 
baffador, and continued to keep upa2 
correfpondence with the moft Faithful
